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£50 brown 
bin charge 
step closer 


AN “excessive” £50 charge to 
have garden waste recycled 
could soon come into force 
after the county council ap¬ 
proved a new brown bin 
scheme. 

Suffolk County Council has 
given the green light to a new 
partnership for residents 
who want their garden waste 
collected. 

It is hoped the new scheme, 
entitled the Suffolk Waste 
Partnership, would save the 
county council £2million a 
year by encouraging people 
to attempt home composting 
instead. 

However, district councils 
St Edmundsbury and For¬ 
est Heath have still to decide 
whether they will opt into the 
partnership or continue to 
provide a free collection ser- 
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vice. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy, 
Haverhill Town Mayor, said: 
“I’m not against the charges 
because I have seen them 
work in other areas. 

“But I think £50 is far too 
much. It’s excessive. A fee of 
about £10 or £20 is more rea¬ 
sonable. 

“I think the council should 
look into it again and look at 
the cost because this is exor¬ 
bitant.” 

She added: “For people 
without big gardens, there 
should be the option of shar¬ 
ing either the cost or the 
composting.” 


A spokesman for St Ed¬ 
mundsbury and Forest Heath 
district councils said: “We are 
reviewing our options as part 
of our budget-setting across 
all of our services.” 

A charged collection 
scheme for garden waste, 
which in some areas includes 
food waste, is already in place 
in Babergh and Mid Suffolk. 

Cllr Clive Arthey, Suffolk 
Waste Partnership chair¬ 
man, said: “The Suffolk Waste 
Partnership has made great 
strides towards joint work¬ 
ing over the last 16 years but 
there are service areas where 
significant differences still 
remain.”

Crash survivor 
thanks crew 
who saved him 



A MAN who was involved in 
a serious car crash just over 
two years ago which left him 
in a coma for a month, has 
met some of the medics who 
he credits with saving his 
life. 

Dean Osborne, of Elmdon 
Place, Haverhill, was in Ad- 
denbrooke’s for four months 
after the crash in West Wrat- 
ting on May 17, 2013, which 
left him with a serious head 
injury, broken ribs, arm and 
collar bone and internal 
bleeding. 

The 28-year-old, who was 
a passenger in his friend Ian 
Svenson’s van, had to have 
his spleen removed follow¬ 
ing the crash which tragi¬ 
cally killed the driver of the 
other car, a man in his 20s. 

Dean is likely to be disa¬ 
bled for the rest of his life, 
but has made great strides 
since the accident. 

Yesterday, Dean met East 
of England Ambulance 
Service staff Jo Goodman, 
Steven Humphrey and Ben 
Caine, a critical care para¬ 
medic, at the ambulance 
station at Addenbrooke’s to 
thank them for their care. 

The sign maker was trav¬ 
elling back from Cambridge 
on evening of the crash after

working with Ian. 

“I can’t remember any¬ 
thing from that night,” he 
said. “I just wanted to thank 
the crew for being there. 
They saved my life. It’s nice 
to meet them, I never knew 
who was at the scene.” 

Dean, who was trans¬ 
ferred to Blackheath Brain 
Injury Rehabilitation Cen¬ 
tre where he now goes once 
a week, is not sure if he will 
ever fully recover from the 
crash. 

His brain injury meant he 
had to learn how to walk and 
talk again. In the last couple 
of months he has started to 
walk with the help of a stick. 

He is going to start work 
at Workwise in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, a social enterprise 
providing work-based train¬ 
ing and specialist employ¬ 
ment support for adults 
- and hopes to street dance 
again. 

“Over the past year it has 
been very hard at times, but 
I am still working on my 
walking and I am getting 
there,” he added. “I have to 
slow down a bit to get words 


out and sometimes if people 
talk too quickly I get a bit 
lost. 

“I feel a lot better than I 
used to, I’ve been through 
a lot of pain and a lot of dif¬ 
ferent emotions. My neuro¬ 
physiologist is not sure if I 
will make a full recovery but 
I’m getting there slowly but 
surely.” 

Crew member Ben, who 
arrived in an East Anglian 
Air Ambulance car on that 
evening, said the scene was 
“complete carnage” when 
they arrived. 

“The two vehicles were 
surrounded in the middle 
of the field by a ditch, it was 
quite challenging to get to 
the scene,” he said. 

“We had three critically 
injured patients all that 
needed our attention. Eve¬ 
rybody worked really well as 
a team to look after the three 
critically injured patients.” 

Ben said it was great to see 
Dean back on his feet again. 

“It’s really satisfying to 
meet him,” he added. “His 
injuries were really severe. 
We were not sure he would 
make it. To see him walk in 
and getting back to almost 
normal it’s really nice to 
see.”

HAVERHILL'S nearest 
magistrates' court could be 
axed under government plans 
meaning suspects may have to 
make an 120-mile round trip to 
have their case heard. 

Bury St Edmunds Magistrates' 
Court is one of 91 "surplus" 
courts across the country 
earmarked for closure. 

If approved, the plans could 
see the court's workload moved 
to Ipswich, 47 miles away, or 
Norwich which is a 63.8-mile 
drive from Haverhill. 

For residents without use of 
a car, this could mean a bus 
and train journey of up to three 
hours to attend either court. 

The proposal is part of a 
Ministry of Justice (MOJ) 
consultation which could see 57 
magistrates' courts, 19 county 
courts and two crown courts 
close across the country. 

The MOJ document states: 
"The estate costs taxpayers 
around half a billion pounds 
each year, and at present, it is 
underused. Last year over a third 
of all courts and tribunals were 
empty for more than 50 per 
cent of their available hearing 
time." The consultation ends on 
October 8.

A HOLIDAY snap has been 
hailed the “best UFO picture 
that’s ever been taken”. 

The photograph of a Nor¬ 
folk sunset was taken by a 
Haverhill man to use as his 
screensaver to remind him of 
his holiday - but his cousin be¬ 
lieves he has captured a UFO, 
possibly carrying intelligent 
life, and the worm hole from 
where it came. 

The images were released 
by the man’s cousin, Andrew 
Leach, after reading in our 
sister paper Cambridge News 
about the £64 million project, 
backed by Cambridge physi¬ 
cist Prof Stephen Hawking, to 
search for intelligent life. 

Two pictures were taken at 
Hemsby in Norfolk shortly af¬ 
ter 9pm during the summer 
solstice on June 21. 

The photographer, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “I have no idea if it’s a 
UFO or not but I’d like it to 
be analysed. I wouldn’t like 
to say either way but it’s cer¬ 
tainly got me thinking.” 

Andrew, from Burwell, be¬ 
lieves the picture shows a UFO 
in the centre with the worm 
hole it emerged from in the 
top left of the image.

The 46-year-old said: “He 
was only trying to get a picture 
of a sunset to use as a screen¬ 
saver and he got the best UFO 
picture that’s ever been taken.” 

Prof Hawking has teamed 
up with Russian billionaire 
Yuri Milner for the Break¬ 
through Initiatives project, 
which is dedicated to finding 
extra-terrestrial life over the 
next 10 years. 

It has been billed the big¬ 
gest search for aliens under¬ 
taken by humans and involves 
scouring the entire Milky Way 
and 100 nearby galaxies. 

Mr Milner, a technology 
investor, claims the project 
would gather more informa¬ 
tion in one day than in a year 
of previous research. 

People have been reporting 
UFO sightings in the skies over 
the region for centuries. Here 
are some of them: 

■ Tom Freeman reported he 
had two UFO encounters by 
the age of 9. The first in No¬ 
vember 1984 was near his 
home in Hope Street, Cam¬ 


bridge, when he noticed a 
“moon-size bright orange 
sphere floating, making no 
noise at all”. The second was of 
a UFO “the size and shape of a 
beer barrel”, which was spot¬ 
ted near St Philip’s School in 
Cambridge. 

■ In August 1994, three teen¬ 
agers sitting in Romsey recrea¬ 
tion ground told the News they 
saw “strange movements” 
from a mysterious aircraft, 
which they described as pin¬ 
pricks zipping forwards and 
backwards, that were “defying 
the laws of physics”. 

■ Some 50 objects, each emit¬ 
ting a single orange light, gath¬ 
ered over Duxford before head¬ 
ing directly upwards, according 
to a report from April 2007. 

■ In August 2009, a retired 
merchant seaman said he saw 
objects that looked like gliders 
flying around in an anti-clock¬ 
wise direction above Hauxton. 

■ A pilot approaching Stan- 
sted Airport reported to the 
MOD seeing a UFO in the sky 
in April 2003. The Ryanair cap¬ 
tain said he saw a a “ball of fire, 
very bright, no colour” passing 
“very quickly” down the left 
side of his plane, at the same 
altitude.

Suspect denies assault on young girl 


A HAVERHILL man has said 
that he never carried out sex 
offences on a child, a court 
heard. 

Christopher Phillips, 
of Wellington Terrace, 
Haverhill, is accused of 
sexually assaulting a young 


girl between 1999 and 2004. 

The 42-year-old denies 
two counts of indecent 
assault on a child and one 
count of sexual assault on a 
child. 

The girl first disclosed 
the abuse to her mother in 


2004, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. In 2010, the 
alleged victim also told her 
psychiatrist she had been 
abused. The matter was then 
reported to police in 2013 
and Phillips was arrested. 

The trial continues.

U3A talk, The history of Marshall of 
Cambridge 

Terry Holloway, now historian 
and MD of Cambridge Aeroclub, 
began his talk by showing a slide of 
the Brunswick Motor Company, a 
chauffeur drive business set up by 
David Gregory Marshall in 1909 in 
Brunswick Gardens in Cambridge. 
David had worked as a chef and was 
a very successful catering steward 
of the prestigious Pitt Club. He had 
seen an opportunity of offering the 
rich members of the Pitt Club secure 
transport home and foresaw the 
future for a motor car business which 
expanded rapidly. New premises 
were sought in Kings Street and in 


1912 another move to Jesus Lane, 
where the garage dealing in Austin 
cars, for which he had the first 
dealership agreement, operated until 
2000. David Marshall's son, Arthur 
(later to became Sir Arthur) was born 
in 1903. He became interested in 
engineering and flying at a very early 
age. His father helped repair the 
airship and in the First World War 
became involved with the servicing 
and repair of military vehicles and the 
ambulances in Cambridge. 

Arthur learned to fly after obtaining 
a first class honours degree in 
engineering from Jesus College and 
partnered his father to open a new 
aerodrome, close to the family home, 
forming a flying school to train pilots 
in 1929. 

Arthur was a talented athlete, 


competing for inclusion in the 1924 
Olympics in Paris, and showed great 
entrepreneurial skill in extending 
his father's business to include 
modifications and servicing of aircraft 
in addition to vehicles which by 
the 1930s included ambulances, 
fire fighting appliances and military 
equipment. He also devised a 
training method for pilots which is 
used to this day. 

In 1937, a large area of farmland 
was purchased and the new airport 
opened as "Teversham Airport", (now 
Cambridge International Airport) with 
the very first public showing of the 
Spitfire. At the beginning of WW2, 
Marshall was a major contractor for 
servicing and repair of aircraft, and 
also for training over 20,000 pilots 
during wartime. After the war, the 


company continued servicing and 
converting aircraft and provided 
specialist vehicles. 

Michael Marshall, company chairman 
at the 2009 centenary celebration, 
and Knighted in 2010, is credited 
with the expansion of the car 
franchise business now dealing 
with 75 outlets selling 24 brands 
throughout the country, continuing 
with the original chauffeuring activity 
and Robert, his son headed up the 
special vehicle division employing 
250 people to turn over an 
impressive £250M until 2013, when 
he became Group CEO.

IN September 1945, the wait was fi¬ 
nally over for the families of more 
than 30 Haverhill men. 

Soldiers from the town who had 
been captured by the Japanese in the 
Second World War began to be repat¬ 
riated. 

There had been long periods of 
waiting for the families at home, not 
knowing what had happened after 
their loved ones were taken prisoner 
in 1942. 

The horrors the prisoners had 
undergone were even worse. Many 
were put into forced labour building 
the Burma-Thailand Railway. 

Twelve men from Haverhill died 
while being held as prisoners of war. 
One was Harry Peter Ashard, whose 
parents owned a confectionery shop 
in Haverhill’s Queen Street. He died 
in a Thai camp on July 20,1943. 

Another, Phil Freeman, perished 
in the notorious Sandakan camp, 
now in Malaysia, just a few months 
before the war finished, on April 3, 
1945. 

These soldiers, the 10 other casu¬

alties and the survivors, are the men 
the Haverhill Family History Group 
and the Royal British Legion will 
commemorate with a guided walk 
around the town’s cemetery. 

The walk will take place on Sun¬ 
day, August 16 at 3pm. It will mark 
the 70th anniversary of Victory in Ja¬ 
pan (VJ) day, which is celebrated in 
Britain on August 15 and marks the 


end of the Second World War. 

The group is also planning to dis¬ 
play memorabilia, photos and post¬ 
ers at the town’s Arts Centre for the 
month from August 3. 

Secretary of the Family History So¬ 
ciety Charmian Thompson has been 
researching the story of the 18th Di¬ 
vision, which was made up of East 
Anglian regiments. It included the 


5th battalion of the Suffolk Regiment, 
nicknamed the “Haverhill Mob’’. 

The division arrived in Singapore 
in January 1942, after initially be¬ 
ing trained to go to the Middle East. 
Singapore fell on February 15, and 
many Haverhill men spent the next 
three years as prisoners.

COURT 

Burglar 
ordered 
to hand 
over his 
assets

A MAN involved in burgling nearly 40 homes 
across three counties has been ordered by a 
judge to hand over his remaining assets. 

Traian Vasiluta, 24, amassed tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in cash from his crimes 
but now has just £7,318 left, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard last week. 

Vasiluta was jailed for seven years and four 
months back in November after he pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to burgle. 

Among the properties targeted were 
homes in Brookfields Close, Newmarket, Al¬ 
bert Road in Stow-Cum-Quy and Jay Close 
and Redshank Close in Haverhill. 

Vasiluta, of Martin Road, Ipswich, was one 
of a gang of three men gang who used home¬ 
made tools to smash open windows and pa¬ 
tio doors which would normally be consid¬ 
ered resistant to attack. 

Raids at homes across Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Cambridgeshire resulted in the theft of not 
only jewellery and electrical goods being 
stolen but also duvets, kitchen utensils and 
food. 

Police linked the men to their crimes 
thanks to photos they had taken of each oth¬ 
er on mobile phones at the scenes. 

Distinctive prints made by trainers worn 
by the burglars also helped identify them. 

The hearing, which took place last Friday, 
was told specialist financial investigators 
had established Vasiluta’s benefit from the 38 
burglaries which he admitted was £70,194. 

Recorder Ian Evans ordered Vasiluta to 
hand over his last remaining £7,318 within 
the next four months. 

He explained failure to comply with that 
deadline would result in a further four 
months imprisonment. 

When Vasiluta and his two co-offenders 
were sentenced, the court heard that Vasi¬ 
luta was detained when police stopped a 
car in Ipswich and discovered that he had a 
window smashing device on a cord around 
his neck. 

It was also discovered that he was in pos¬ 
session of stolen property.

Stroke 


Sharon Allison, a 
Solicitor at Ashton 
KCJ, offers some 
advice from a legal 
perspective. 


Do you know that stroke is one of 
the biggest killers in the UK? Stroke 
kills twice as many women as breast 
cancer and more men than prostate 
and testicular cancer combined. People 
are dying or severely disabled because 
their stroke is not always treated as an 
emergency. 

According to the Stroke Association, 
there are approximately 152,000 strokes 
in the UK every year. This means 
somebody has a first stroke every five 
minutes. 

Statistics show that about 85% of strokes 
are caused by a blockage of a blood 
clot or fatty deposits (also known as 
ischaemic strokes) and 15% of strokes 
are caused by bleeding in the brain 
(known as haemorrhagic strokes). Half of 
stroke survivors have a disability and the 
risk of a further stroke is highest in the 
first month. 

Alarmingly, hospital admission data 
reveals a 25% jump in the number of 
people aged 20 to 64 suffering a stroke 
between 2000 and 2014. 

Stroke occurs when the blood supply 
to part of the brain is interrupted and 
brain cells are starved of oxygen. Stroke 
is a serious life-threatening but sadly 
sometimes urgent treatment is not 
given because its symptoms are not 
recognised. 

The sooner a patient receives stroke 
treatment, the less damage is likely 
to happen. For example, studies have 
shown that if a clot busting drug is given 
to patients with ischaemic stroke within 3 
to 4.5 hours of their first symptoms, 75- 
80% of these patients will survive stroke 
without major disability. On the contrary, 
a delay in diagnosing and treating stroke 
could result in deaths and or severe 
disabilities. 

Sadly, many claimants long term 
disabilities could have been prevented. 
The delay in referring them to a specialist 
stroke centre for urgent investigations 
and treatment has caused them life 
changing disabilities. Whilst we can 
never put right what has happened, in 
many of the cases we are able to obtain 
compensation for loss of earnings and 
pension, and of course the cost of on¬ 
going care.

Drivers caught failing drug tests 


NEARLY 200 motorists 
were caught drink driving 
in Norfolk and Suffolk last 
month while 26 drivers 
failed roadside drug tests. 

Police stopped 2,122 
motorists during a month¬ 
long summer crackdown on 
drink and drug driving. 

During the June campaign 
a total of 194 motorists 
provided positive breath 
tests — 116 in Suffolk and 
78 in Norfolk — while 23 in

campaign 145 in Suffolk 
and 143 people in Norfolk 
provided positive tests. 

Chief Inspector Chris 
Spinks, head of Roads 
Policing in Norfolk and 
Suffolk, said the targeting 
of drug drivers had been 
a key focus of this year's 
campaign. 


He said: "This summer 
was the first campaign 
where we have used the new 
drug testing kits to detect 
cocaine and cannabis. These 
kits, along with the standard 
breathalysers, mean we are 
better equipped than ever to 
detect and take dangerous 
motorists off our roads." 

Anyone convicted of drink 
driving faces losing their 
licence, a fine and possibly a 
jail term.

TOP SKILL SET: German drivers 
come out best of European driving 
ability 

Respect for German 
driving in new poll 

LIKE them or not, it seems British 
drivers think Germans are the 
best in Europe when it comes to 
getting behind the wheel. 

More than a third of drivers 
(37 per cent) said they thought 
German drivers were the best on 
the continent in a new survey 
from breakdown cover provider, 
Green Flag. 

The same proportion 
of the 2,000 people who 
were questioned about their 
experiences driving in Germany, 
Spain, France, Italy and Belgium, 
said Italian drivers are the worst 
wheelsmiths. 

Surprisingly, though, only 39 per 
cent of the surveyed Brits thought 
Italians were most likely to ignore 
the laws of the road, while 32 per 
cent said Germans were the least 
prone to rule-breaking. 

France was given the nod as 
the best place among the five 
countries to go for a driving 
holiday. Almost half (46 per cent) 
of the survey sample said it would 
be their first choice for a break 
behind the wheel.

I'll tell you later, but if you 
want the Ferrari, you'll to 
work very hard and save up. When 
you get to £35,000 you could, 
instead, buy a 2000 Mercedes 500SL 
Roadster, as pictured below. 

Then, remove all the body panels, 
except the boot and the hard top. 

Buy glass fibre Ferrari California look 
alike panels from DNA, bolt them 
onto the Mercedes frame and, hey 
presto you have a look alike Ferrari. It 
is very clever. It is only when you put 
the two cars side by side do you see 
the differences. 

DNA retain all the Mercedes 
running gear, engine, gearbox, 
interior, folding hood wiring loom 
everything. So, when your car is 
finished you have the pneumatic 
rising suspension, parking sensors, 
flappy paddle gear controllers, heated 
seats leather interior, folding roof, 
everything, Everything, except, of 
course, the prancing horse badge. 

How do they do it? Well DNA 
very subtly change the aspect ratio, 
proportion and size of the 'look alike' 
panels so as they look similar to a 
Ferrari, but not identical. 

It is all smoke and mirrors. The give 


away is the roof. The Ferrari screen 
glass sweeps back over the 'A' frame. 
The DNA front screen swoops back 
into the Mercedes 'A' Frame' and the 
join line is painted out black to make 
it look like the Ferrari. Looking at the 
'West Coast' at the Kit Car Show it 
was very impressive. 

Looking at the pictures side by side, 
not so. 

How do they get away with it? 

How do DNA manage to do this 
without the Ferrari legal boys and 
girls dropping in on them like a ton 
of bricks. DNA say they are making 
quality kit cars, are not trading off 
the Ferrari name (at the show all the 
badges and branding were covered 
up with gaffa tape). The badges are 
not supplied by DNA, the customer 
has to buy and fit their own. 

However, there are depressions in the 
mouldings for the badges. 

Had I designed the Ferrari 
'California' I would be spitting tacks 
at this look alike flattery. I could 
not reached Flavio Manzoni (who 
designed the California) to ask his 
opinion. I suspect I would have 


learned the Italian for "spitting tacks". 
But, maybe not. 

Does all this matter? The guys who 
buy look alike Ferrari California's or 
Porsche RSK Spyders (like me) are 
unlikely to be able to afford £150k 
for the Ferrari or the £1.9m for the 
Sterling Moss Spyder sold last month. 
We are not likely to be a Ferrari 
California or Porshe Spyder customer. 
The lookalikes are unlikely to harm 
the Ferrari brand (providing they are 
well made and finished). I remember 
some guy "up north" had built a 
stretch limo version of a F360. I think 
he may have gotten a good kicking 
from the Prancing Horse. 

All DNA are doing is what kit car 
makers have been doing for years, 
only a bit more ambitious. Taking the 
body off a VW Beetle and using the 
floor tray to plant a plastic Porsche 
RSK body onto it or replacing a 
Mercedes 500SL panels with plastic 
'California' panels are the same. 

The big difference is Bruce Mayers 
- who conceived the Beech Buggy 
in California in the 1960's - created, 
styled, designed and engineered his 


own original body, now much copied. 
DNA and the like do not do this. Pity. 

The guys at DNA are very 
talented. Their charismatic owner 
Brian Hale has spent a lot of 
dosh on bucks, patterns, tools, 
mouldings, engineering and market 
communications. It is just a pity these 
talents are not used to make his own 
designed car. Lotus, Marcos and TVR 
all started as kit car makers. 

It is time the kit car industry took a 
step forward and started developing, 
for example, open source car kits 
delivered to your home for self- 
assembly. The design, developed and 
testing of a complete kit to pass the 
safety legislation would be costly - the 
same as developing a 'conventional' 
car. Once achieved, the kits can be 
shipped to your home, you screw 
them together and then have them 
tested. Or, perhaps IKEA will do it. 
Don't laugh, it's well within their 
capabilities. 

Oh, by the way, the car on the left 
is the Ferrari.
